1. la accordance wi th arrangement, made with Edwin WeUl, Sr., 
by the Director, a briefing was given at the Agency on 16 J »* u ***}’ 59 at 
4:45 p. m. Present for the Agency were; Dd and Messrs. ScovUle, 

Sheldon, Steer t* and Warner. Mr. Vance had telephoned previously 
indicating that Weisl, Jr. . al.o would be present.

S. The Director led off by briefing on the long-range air force 
of the Soviet indicating the current else mentioning the Bison- Bear cutback 
from what wa# expected Indicating that it was possibly based on poor 
performance of the Bison or that the Soviets were putting more emphasis 
on their missile program. The specific questions and answers are recorded 
in the attached memorandum. 
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4. Weisl, Sr. , indicated that they plan in the near future to call 
Secretary Quarles, General Twining and officials of the NASA to get die 
details on the U. S. programs. Wetsl, Sr. , stated he did not believe it 
was necessary for the DCI to brief die full Committee. The meeting wae 
then concluded at about 5:45 p. m. having been very pleaeant and informal 
throughout and the Weiels and Vance aeemed satisfied that they had 
gotten the information they needed.
